Company sues, for ‘right’ to build dam 


•RVIN FALLS - A Srdt Lake City devel- 
oper is suing the state Laud Board, the 
state Department of Lands and the state 
of Idaho Tor “taking” its “right" to dam 
“the Snukc Rivdr upstream of Auger l*alls. 

Cogeneration Inc. is suiilg in state Dis- 
trict Court to reverse the Land Board’s 
Feb. 13 decision denying an casement for 
a low dam, technically a weir, on state 
land in the riverbetl. Failing that, Cogen- 
eration ivanis the stare “to p;iy jasi com- 
pensation ... for the taking of Cogenera- 
tion’s vested projxjrty rights.” 


Cogeneration Fresideiit Steve Harm- In its complaint, Cogeneraiinn said it 
sen, of Sail Lake City, could not be fulfilled all the comliciuns for converting 


his attorney, Kim Trout of Boise, also 
could not be reached. 

The suit, filed earlier this month in 
Boise, alleges the l^iiid Botird exceeded

Freemen disrupt 
federal arraignment

BILLINGS, Mont. — Chained 
but not gagged, two leaders of the 
anti-government “freemen” 
shouted down a federal magis- 
trate during their arraignment 
here Tuesday on charges threal* 
ening public officials and bank, fi- 
nancial and mail fraud. 

U.S. Magistrate Richard Ander- 
son postponed die prcKceding Ire- 
cause of constant objections and 
outbursts from LeRoy Schweitzer 
and Daniel Peterson Jr. 

“Tliat’s justice folks," Peterson 
yelled as he was led from a court- 
room full of reporters and a hand- 
ful of supporters. 

"This is a sham proceeding," 
Schweitzer shouted. 

Meanwhile, federal law enforce-

ment authorities refused to re- - 
tease any more information ulxiui 
the arrest of the two men Monday. 
Nor would they discuss negotia- 
tions under way to convince other 
freemen, holed up at a farm north 
of here, to surrender peacefully.

Pacific primaries

Sen. Bob Dole ea.sily won the California, Wash- 
ington and Nevada primaries Tuesday to com- 
plete a 2S-.stiite March sweep that transformed 
him from teetering to tri- 
umphant in the Republican 
presidential race.' 

"A new America is witliin 
our reucli," Dole said in cele- 
bration. 

Early returns in all three 
states sliowcd Dole defeating 
I’nt Buchanan by lopsided 
margins.. 

Dole claimed the 165 delegates in winner-take- 
all California — by far the biggest single-state 
prize in the nomination chase — and won all 14 in 
Nevada a.s well. He wa.s on pace to pick up at 
least II of the 18 delegates uc stake in Washing- 
ton. That would give him 1,195 delegate.s — with 
99G ncedod fuf nomination. Buchanan iiad 109 ■

Burley man 
plans to sue^ 
over injury 


RUFEKT - A Burley man. shot wliile 
trying to elude police, claims the bullet 
fired by a Minidoka County Shcriff’.s 
deputy last November is grounds for a 
lawsuit because it caused a permanent 
handicap. 

Glen K. Robert.s informed the Minido- 
ka County Commission this week of his 
intentions to sue Cpl. Tim Dudley and 
, tile county slieriff'.s department for 
million. 

Roberts, of Burley, is serving 18 
months to three years in the Idulio Slate . 
Feniicntidry in Boise for driving wiiile 
ills li(:t‘n.se was suspended and two 
counts of eluding police - stumming from 
the incident that led to Roberts being 
.shot lit the hand. 

A letter, from Roberts, 27, states that 
the bullet which struck him in the ring 
finger of his right luind, permunemly 
handicapped him. 

" Ilie .shooting liu.s physically and men- 
tally handicapped me and I will never be 
able to resume an occupation wiilimit 
limitations,” Rohcris wrote in n'letter to 
County Clerk Duane Smith. 

Roberts also claims Dudley shot him 
“uniawfully" because Roberts was un- 
armed. The sheriffs deparimom report 
of the incident states that Dudley fired 
his service pistol .seconds before the car 
Roberts was driving rammed into Dud- 
ley’s patrol car on Jackson Bridge. 

After the Nov. 21 incident. Sheriff Paul 
Fries said Dudley put his own safety 
aside and did whnt he had to do to .stop 
the car. The sheriff declined to comment 
Tuesday because of the potential for liti- 
gation. 

In die letter, Robert.s admits trying to 
elude hotii Cassia and Minidoka slieriffs 
deputies. But the letter did not nieniion 
his attempt to ram the police car in the 
letter. 

On tile night of the incident, Cassia 
County Deputy Jeff Sklar tried to stop 
Roberts in north Burley. But Roberts, 
driving a 1987 Chrysler LeBaron, sped 
away on Overland Avenue, iieading 
north at .speeds reaching 90 iiipli. 

Roberts turned cast on Interstate 84. 
The freeway chase topped 100 niph 'for 
about eigiit miles before Roberts e.xited 
onto statu Highway 25 and headed to- 
ward Rupert. The pursuit continued 
ihrougli Rupert and east on state High-

Man-made flood roars down Grand Canyon

As dawn’s liglil filtered into the .sandstone 
gorge 600 feet below the lip of Glen Canyon 
Dam, a cannonade of water blasted out 
ucros.s the Colorado River, a cheer went up 
and the first attempt to rejuvenate ibe 
Grand Canyon by flooding it was under way. 

TJ.S. Interior Secretary Bruce Babbitt, who 
pashed the button that triggered the gusher 
Tuesday, hailed the occasion ni the begin- 
ning of “a new era in the ivay wc live on the 
American land.scapc.’’ 

It was die first time dtat the federal gov- 
ernment has opened the flood gates on one 
of its own dams in order to repair some of 
the damage done to river canyons that have 
been denied their natural flow for many 
years. 

As the flood tide rolls down through near- 
ly 300 miles of the Grand Canyon National 
Park over the next week, it will remove de- 
bris, undog back channels that are the his- 
toric spawning areas for fish and rebuild oth- 
er natural habitat along with the beaches 


that die canyon’s booming river rafting in- 
dustry depends on for campsites. 

SVithin an hour after the flood liegan, tiie 
river was beginning to look like its old 
.springtime self. Birds floated by, dinging to 
piles of driftwood. And as it lapped higlicr 
against its rocky skins, the river started to to 
lake on the reddish brown hue tliai gave it 
its Spanish name, Colorado. 

Fifteen miles downstream from the dam, 
wlierc the Grand Canyon officially be^ns, a 
flotilla of kayakers and rafters nervously 
prepared to launch on the rising.tide. 

**lf anyone has any hean medidne, (ilcase 
give half of it to me,” said one of the kayak- 
ers as he pulled on his wetsuit. Ahead of the 
group awaited more 200 miles of surging riv- 
er and at least 150 rapids. ' _ 

Nearby, a boatload of National Park Ser- 
vice wildlife biologists began making tiicir 
way upstream to check on the condition of 
canyon birds, including WTeas. sparrows and 
woodpeckers, tha't make nc.sts in low lying 
vegetation, some of which will be vulnerable 
to the rising waters.

Anti-abortion activists indicted in clinic fires 


WASHINGTON (AP) — In a struggle 
. drenched wiili presidential politics, Senate Ma- 
jority Leader Bob Dole intervened Tiie.sday to 
block Democratic demands for an immediate 
vote on raising the minimum wage, 

“On the day that Bob Dole locks up the Re- 
publican (presidential) nomination, he locks 
out working mmiltes who arc looking for a very 
modest increase” in their paycheck, charged 
Democratic Sen. Edward M. Kennedy of Mas- 
sachuscit.s. 

Asked if he was aware that Democrats were 
marring Dole's anticipated triumph Tuesday 
night in the California presidential primary, 
Kennedy, D-Mass., told reporters, "Wo liaveii't 
lost sleep flver.il." 

Dole charged Democrats were playing s|te- 
cial interest politics with their maneuver to 


force a .Vote on a measure to raise the federal 
minimiim ivagc from S4.2S 19 SS.IS in two an- 
nual increments of 45 cents. 

\ "I ^ssumo with the AFL-CIO in town and 
t{)ei,cpledge of $35 miliion, this would be a fair- 
ly’appropriatc time to consider this measure.” 
he said in a mocking reference to organized la- 
bor's decision Monday to back President Clin- 
ton's re-election and to raise S3S million to 
back tbe AFL-CIO'.s agenda in a the coming 
campaign. 

The daylong struggle demonstrated that Dole 
has grasped a double-edged sword as he cam- 
paigns as his party’s presidcmial nominee 
while retaining his post as Senate majority 
leader. 

He hopes to benefit by shepherding mea- 
sures to Clinton's desk, such as welfare reform.

Muskic operated at the highest 
readies of American politics but he 
was remembered on the day he 
died fur his intellect and honesty, 
not for the jobs he held. 

“His brand of tireless pubEc ser- 
vice is vanishing,” said a former 
Senate colleague. 

Muskic will also be recalled as 
the man ivho may have lost a presi- 
dential nomination by choking up 
in public. 

The former secretary of state 
died of heart failure early Tuesday, 
two days shy of his 82nd birthday. 
He underwent surgery last week in 
Georgetown University Hospital 
for a blocked artery in his leg, then 
suffered a heart attack a few days 
later. 

His was a life of public office. 
Three-term stale legislator in his

senator for 22 
years, Democrat- 
ic nominee for 
vice president in

"Ed Muskic was a patriot,” said 
Republican lender Bob Dole- “The 
state of Maine and America arc 
belter because of Ed Muskic’s life 
and career.” 

To Sen. Fritz Hollings. D-S.C., 
Muskie was “perhaps, the most 


cogent persuader on the floor of 
the United States Senate. ... Time 
and again, he gave of himself. His 
brand of tireless public service is 
vanisliing.” 

And Sen. Edward Kennedy, D- 
M.XS.S., culled him “a senator's sena- 
tor. I liked to think of him as liciiig 
the foremost authority on the erivi- 
ronmem.” Sen. Robert Byrd, D- 
W.Va., said, “Senator Mu.skie's 
place in history is assured;" 

Muskic leaves Jane, his wife of 
47 years, nvo .sons, three daughters 
and seven grandchildren. Burial 
will be in Arlington National 
Cemetery on a date not yet set. 

Muskie was Hubert Humphrey's 
19CS running mate in the campaign 
against Richard Nixon and Spiro 
Agneiv. Despite the loss, tlic race 
made him a national figure — 
Lincoinc.squc to political analysts.

CHICAGO — Thousands of tvonu.*n livorj- yoar undergo mastec- 
tomies — perhaps unnecessarily — to rcmot'e an extremely tiny t^pc 
of breast cancer that may not spread or endanger their lives, 
researclicrs say. 

Tlte tumors — Ciilled ductal carcinoma in situ, or DCIS — are con-._ 
tained in the milk ducts in tlte breast. Most ;ux; too small to l>e felt and 
sliow up only on breast X-niys. 

.Women tsith these minuscule early tumors might instead take a 
more conservative approach than removal of the brcastr, such as 
lumpectomy — removal of just die cancemas tijKue — plus radiation, 
researchers .say. 

Researchers say the advent of mammography is leading more 
Vi-omep to have their breasts removed to treat this type of cancer.

Electronics industry 
pioneer dies at 83 


SAN JOSE, Calif. (AI’> — David 
I’nck.ird, who co-founded electron- 
ic,s piotieor Hewlett-Packard Co., 
and built it into a $31 billion com- 
pany with a philosophy of encour- 
aging employee creativjty, died 
Tuesday. He was 83.' 

Packard died of pneumonia at 
Stanford University Ho.spit.iI, com- 
pany spokeswoman Mary Lou 
Simmermacher s,iid. 

Packard 4ind Willinm-Hewletr' 
founded their company in 1938 
with a borrowed S538 in a rented 
garage, building it into Silicon 
Valley’s largest employer with 
- 100,000 wxjrkers and more than S3l‘ 
billion in revenues last year. 

Packard retired from active man- 
agement in 1978 but remained the 
company’s chairman until 1993, 
when he became chairman emeri- 
tus. 

He and Hewlett were renowned 
for running a stable yet innovative 
company with high-quality prod- 
ucts and loyal employees. 

Individually, Packard was credit- 
ed with being the company’s 
djTiamic manager, thinking strate- 
gically and making" tough decf; 
sions. 

Although one of the richest men 
in America, Packard lived modest- 
ly, putting the bulk of his wealili, 
estimated at $2 billion, into a foun- 
dation chat has given tens of mil- 
lions of .dollars to Stanford 
University and the Monterey Bay 
Aquarium and other cau.ses. 

Packard’s wife died in 1987. He 
is survived by three daugliicrs and 
a son. 

' Packard had a middle-class 
upbringing in Pueblo, Colo., where 
he was born in 1912, Ho studied 
electrical engineering at Stanford 
University, then (he cradle of the 
electronics industry.

I would 
forgo whole onions, though:.Thcy 
would not fit comfortably in a small 
space, and they don’t nccd.to be 
harvested fresh because they have 
a long sitclf life.

Fortunately, there’s a simple way 
to do that, 'hie Groat Rift Swift Shift 
Tiff trffers a lesson for officials ev- 
erywhere.

Here are .some reasons: 

Reason No. 1: Feoplo support 
what they help to create. 

This basic rule of leadership ap- 
plies not only to politics, but also to 
personnel management and parent- 
ing. When people help make a deci- 
sion, tliey develop a stake in its out- 
come. 

Reason No. 2: The public is boss. 

This is a lough concept for some 
public officials. Some officials think 
that involving the public causes 
needless controversy. But these offi- 
cials should ask themselves, “If you 


worked for a private company, 
would you make decisions behind 
your boss’s back?’’ *'

Reason No. 4: 'Hie public is smart, 

If you’re an elected official, you re- 
ally should believe thisjorindplc. Af- 
ter all, the public wiis smart enouglt 
to vote for you, 

AI.so, trusting the wi.sdnm of ordi- 
nary people is the bedrock of democ- 
racy. If you don’t trust the public, you 
might as well crown a king. 

Of course, the public is wrong 
sometimes. Voters occasionally elect 
crooked politicians. People some- 
times are carried away by emotional 
is.sue.s. 

But generally, the public is level- 
headed and cautious. And, whenever 
ordinary people are allowed to speak 
their minds on an is.sue, at least sonic 
of than are bound to offer the riglit 
answer. 

Listening to what they say is a nec- 
essary survival skill for any public of- 
ficial. 


If it wasn’t clear before, it is now; China 
- mu Japan - i.s our largest trade problem. 

This is not mainly bccau.se the trade 
deficit with China has exploded. Tlie real 
reason is that trading with China raLses ba- 
sic issties of luiw, or whether, wc can u.se 
trade to create a more pro.spcrous and 
peaceful world order. We haven’t faced 
stich questions for half a cemury. 

It’s a myth to think that the United 
States trades tmlyforcconomic advantage. 
We do that, of course, and most discus-sions 
of trade policy are couclied in terms of jobs 

-nr competition, -But-since-World-Wap-Ilf 

American intdc policy has reflected a 
broiider belief thatprowing international 
commerce would contribute to global sta- 
bility. Countries would l>e cemented by 
mutiml benefits. In the Cold War, trade 
' was a big weapon. Our policy was simple: 
we traded with our friends; wc didn’t trade 
wiili enemies. 

While the Soviet Union survived, this 
policy sustained itself. The Soviet Union 
wanted to be self-sufficient, ju.st us we 
wanted it isolated. 'I’he Cold War gave co- 
herence to our trade policy. ’Iho end of the 
Cold War and China’s emergence onto tlie 
world scene liave shattered that. 

For .starters, we don’t know whether Chi- 
na is friend or foe. At the moment it is nei- 
ther, but - a.s the recent war games near 
Taiwan remind us - the potential for con- 
flict is real. Nor do wc know how China's 
political system will evolve. Though totali- 
tarian, it is less so than before. Similarly, 
we can’t label China’s economic system. It 
isn’t the free market. Perhaps half of Chi- 
na’s output still comes from staieowmed 
companies. But since the late 1970s private 
property and foreign investment have also 
mushroomed. 

Tlje result is a situation almost unprece- 
dented since World War D; large and grow- 
ing commerce with a nation that could be-

come a major adversary. In 199S China 
was our fifth largest trading partner. More 
than 220 Boeing JctFcnilsc-ncross China. 
General Electric now sells SI billion worth 
of power-generating equipment, light 
-bulbs and.pLostics in Qtina..Wal-Aiari and 
Scars buy huge quantities of Chinu.se con- 
-sumer goods. In 1995 China supplied SI- - 
percent of imported toys and sporting 
goods and 48 percent of imported shoes, 
China is often said to be the “next 
Japan,’’ and in some respect.s, the analog 
is apt. It’s conceivable that our deficit 
China ($34 biUjon) could overtake tlitir 
with Japan ($59 billion). And China, like 
.Japan, is a mercantilist nation that twists 
trade to its own advantage, When China 
agreed to crack down on pirated software 
and.CDs, the agreement was often ob- 
served in the breach. U.S. companies claim 
they lose $2 billion in annual sales. 

Hut the Japan analogy can be .stretched 
too far. Huge pans of China’s trade flow 
througlt Hong Kong; adjusting for that may 
reduce the trade deficit. And much of the 
growth of Chinese exports reflects a .shift 
of production. Factories for clothes, toys 
and shoes have moved from Taiwan and 
Singapore to China. Our deficits with the.se 
countries fall; the deficit witli China rises. 

What genuinely separates China and 
Japan, though, is politics. Since World War 
J1 we have not seen Japan as a .security 
threat. In the 1950s and 1960s our trade 
policy tvith Japan tried to bolster the then 
weak ally. With China, what wc want is 
murkier. The pnictical question is how we 


can u-se trade to shape China’s behavior. 

One ide:i is lo punish China for human- 
rigltts abu.ses by withdrawing “most fa- 
vored natifin" treatment for its exports. 

This would probably b.ickfire. True, Chi- 
na’s rales to us (facing higher tariffs) 
would collapse. But China would retaliate . 
against U.S. e.xporters and probably 
wouldn’t change anything else. Sanctions 
aimed at nations that sell nuclear-weapons 
technology may also l>e .self-defeating, 

(China is su-spected of selling such tcidinol- 
ogy tt» Pakistan.) The penalty is tp deny 

U..S. exporters loaas from the E.\pon-I in- 

pon'liahktllus only hurts our exporter . 
(Cliina would find odter stippliers). 

But we may have some leverage. China’s 
exports to us are almuc u third of their to 
cal. Tliut makes China vulnerable to sanc- 
tions. Greg Mnstel of the Economic Strate- 
S|fy Institute sensibly argues that violations 
of trade agreements should trigger selec- 
tive retaliation against China’s exports 
through higltcr tariffs; othenvi.su, China 
won’t honor its agreements. Likewise, 
some policies (such as selling nuclcar- 
weapons technology) that seem motivated 
by the quest for foreign e.\chunge might be 
curbed by export stmetions that cost China 
foreign exchange. 

To try more may Ixj futile. We cannot 
avoid ambiguities because no one knows 
what China will Ixtcome. We rationalize 
our enthusiasm for China’s vast markets 
with the hope that trade will have liberaliz- 
ing effects. Fro.speriiy spawns a middle 
clas.s and nourishes a taste for freedom. 

But there’s a more troubling possibility; 
Economic growth could feed China’s na- 
tionalism and assertiveness as much as its 
democracy. 

■ The prospect is chilling.

U.S* legal lunacies linger 


Public doesn’t have the time 
to investigate banking fees 


"Anp idior cart face a crisis: li is 
this day-to-day living; that tccars 
yotiout.''

Ever gel ihe feeling that you’re 
being nibbled lo death by ducks, 
economically speaking? Aside 
from those who have been recent- 
ly downsized (do they have a box 
for that yet on the unemployment 
form?), it’s sort of hard to see 
exactly where the effects of yo 
olde Stagnant Wages are coming 
from. 

It's not like the Oil Crunch, * 
when the cost of filling your tank 
suddenly doubled, or the Oil 
Crash, when all us Texans went 
broke together. 

It’s more like ... well, that fee 
thing on your bank statement - 
noticed that lately? * 

Yep, you're riglit; it’s not your 
imagination. The banks have 
found several new ways to rip us 
offlatelyi According to the 
Federal Rcsen'e, income from 
~bank'fees has'riscii more than 50 
percent since they started track- 
ing it in 19HS, In 1994, 3G percent 
of the banking bidness' profit of 
$44-7 billion came from fees. Last 
year, the bankers made S4ti.8 bil- 
lion, the fourth straight year of 
record profits, driven by fee 
income. 

Cone are the days when we 
u.scd to get nickel-und-ditncd to 
death; now it’s u buck here, u few 
bucks there. My favorite is First 
Chicago, which instituted u S3 fee 
for speaking to un actual human 
teller, even on the phone. Of 
course, the other hanks are follow- 
ing suit. And it’s not a.s though you 
could save on fees by avoiding 
actual human tclicni, even on the 
phone; the surcharges for using 
your automated teller machine 
card now range from 50 cents to 
$2.50 per transaction. (One way to 
foil the bastards is to take oui the 
maximum amount every time you 
U.SC the machine.) 

Proving once more that bankers 
all have hearts the size of caraway 
seed.s, here's another cute fee; 

You get a check from a fellow citi- 
zen who has failed to make 
allowance for the additional fees 
on his account. The check 
bounces. Not only does the citizen 
who wrote it get charged ns miidi 



as $22, plus a $10 account fee for 
going below tlie minimum balance 
at some banks, but you (who have 
done ab.solutely nothing wrong) 
gel charged $7 for having pm the 
check (which you had no tvuy of 
knowing was rubber) into your 
. account. This i.s called a Deposit 
Item Returned Fee. 

Plus, if the bad check and the 
new fee cause some of your own 
chocks to bounce, you naturally 
get socked with the old insuffi- 
cient funds fee as well. According 
to the Fee Income Report ncw.slet- 
ter, the number of different types 
of bank fees has risen from 96 to 
more than 250 since 1990. 

Ralph Nader, who should be 
canonized, wrote Rep. Jim Leach, 
ctiuirman of the Hou.se Bunking 
Committee: 

“Wc have compiled data show- 
ing that banks generated almost 
$2.6 billion in fee revenue from 
A'FM transactions in 1994, while 
.saving tnorc than $2.4 billion in 
teller cost.s. The A'l'M tramsticiions 
cost banks less than S2.9 billion. 
Thu.s the banks enjoyed increased 
profits of more than S2.1 billion as 
a result of their customers' use of 
Ams,” 

Janice Shields, research analyst 
for the Center for the Study of 
Responsive Law, points out that 
this mcams the banks made 81 
cent.s in profit for every $1 spent 
by consumers at A’l^Ms, and the 
cost of running A'l'Ms is going ' 
dotvn. ATM fmud losses averaged 
loss than $178 per machine in 
1993, or $0,002 per transaction. 

Yet the banking industry contin- 
ues to claim it is losing money on 
ATMs. “Bankers are using a 
voodoo-accounting formula that 
sets aside their ma.ssivc savings 
from ATMs so they can present 
inflated costs to overcharge con- 
sumers with unconscionable fees,’’ 
says Nader. 

Naturally, the greedheads are 
pu-shing Congress for die 
“Financial Regulatory Relief Act” 
so they can make even more 


money off A'l'M.s. And you know 
how much ijiis Congress cares 
about ainsumers. The banks want 
lu raise the u.ser's liability rate 
from $50 to $500 for “substantial- 
ly contributing to the unauihu- 
rized use of the card." Like, by los- 
ing it. Under current law, you can 
only he charged if you provide the 
means for unauthorized use of the 
card, like by giving the number to 
a crook, 

The old “regulatory relief act" 
trick is a banker’s Christmas wish 
list. If you are wondering how an 
industry that has been making 
record profits for several years 
can plead for regulatory relief, 
you haven’t been paying attention 
to Newt Gingrich's Washington, 
'llie only reason that this unholy 
piege of sludge hasn’t already 
ixien passed into law by the 
Newtzis is that the insurance com- 
panies doesn’t like it because 
they’ll have to pay out more 
money. Don’t you just love it when 
two titanic special interests lock 
liom.s? 

The good news is thiit there are 
still some banking bargains out 
there. Your friendly credit union 
and several .smaller Ixinks will still 
give you good deals on a checking 
account. , 

Of course, most of us choose our 
banks for convenience of location 
- and even that is going by the 
board as all these mergers mean 
the big banks close branches, 
especially in poorer neighbor- 
hoods. 

One trouble with all this "magic 
of the marketplace" bull is that 
we're all supposed to be informed 
coasumurs who have time to 
spend an afternoon comparing 
obscure banking fees. 

In an economy that already 
forces millions of people to work 
two or three jobs and not spend 
enough time with their kids now, 
who has time to check out how 
much a "Personal Account 
Signature Card" (a real beware-of- 
the-small-prini item) is going to 
cost? Let’s face it, if it weren't a 
slow day. you wouldn’t even have 
time to read an 800-word column 
about how you’re getting ripped 
off.

(This sliould he dune in a 
well-vetitilaied area or outside.) 

2. Make ribbon bows in various sizes 
using different decorative ribbons. 
Stripes, dots and gingham patterns are 
all good choices. 

3. Wrap the basket’s handle with more 
ribbon. Glue each end to the basket. 

4. Make a .soft cushion for delicate 
eggs and chocolates by'tfning the basket 
with tulle, natural straw, paper Easter 
grass or colored fine wood shavings (e.v- 
celsior). These are sold at crafts stores 
and good gift-wnip|)ing suppliers. 

The Eggs: 

Decorated eggs can be incredibly or- 
nate, but simple solid colors in varying 
hues can by just as beautiful. 

1. Begin by hard-boiling eggs; Place 
them in a large saucepan of cold water 
with a bit of salt. Bring to a boil, then im- 
mediately reduce the beat and simmer 
for about 15 minutes, stirring- the eggs 
gently. 

Let the eggs cool in the water. 

2. Discard -any cracked eggs, then dry 

the goo(l eggs tbormigltly. I rest eggs in 
upside-down egg canons (which enable 
more air to circulate) to dry. • , 

3^Cuver-Vour work surface wit h news- 

paper. Using a different bowl for each 
color, make the dyes by mixing dabs of 
paste color with hot water; add two ta- 
blespoons white vinegar to every three 
cups of water to help the color adliere to 
the eggs. 

Start with a paler shade and add more 
,dye as ncce.ssary; experiment hy mixing 
colors. Dye the eggs, then let them dry 
• ihorougldy in the upside-down cartons. 

Tlie Bunnies: 

You can create a chocolate bunny that 
fits the basket’s color .scheme by melting 
and dyeing white chocolate, then shap- 
ing it in a candy mold. Look for aniiciue 
molds at flea markets and antkiuc shops. 
New molds are available at cake-decorat- 
ing supply stores. 

1. First figure out bow much chocolate 
you need. Pour sugar into the mold then 
weigh ihe'sugar. 

2. White chocolate has to he melted 
very gently; it cannot be melted in a dou- 
ble-boiler. Chop the chocolate into 
pieces and place in a wann, diy stainless- 
steel bowl. Set the bowl in a wann spot, 
such as a gas oven with the pilot light on 
or an electric oven set at 99 degrees. 

Stir the chocolate occasionally with a 
wooden spoon as it melts. Depending on 
the amount of chocolate you need, this 
can lake as long a.s three hours.

Look over the tree’s genera) up- 
pcanincc. 

• The tree should have a bal- 
anced stuipc. 

• Balled and burlapped trees 
arc often bought during the dor- 
mant sea.son. so they have no 
leaves. For containerized trees, 
make sure there are no biire .spots 
in the foliage, mi.ssing or damaged 
limbs or discolored or spotted 
leaves, unless it’s the end of the 
summer setison. 

• Most tree species should have 
a single strong central leader. 

Behold the crown. 

• For most tree specie.s, make 
sure the branches come off the 


Don’t overlook spring for planting shrubs

Fall may be prime time for plant- 
ing slinibs, but no one get.s every- 
thing done. So welcome to spring, 
die second prime time fonplaniing. 
shrubs. 

Who could be put off from set- 
ting out new shrubs now tliat 
spring is here? The plants are bud- 
ded fur bloom, and you just want tu 
do it. 

New homeowners, whether tlieir 
property is fre.shly built or mature, 
will have to begin putting on their 
otvn stamp. 

’Ilie appeal of shrubs is obvious: 
They’re .small enougli for the gar- 
dener to handle and plant alone, 
more cxpen.sive than a petunia but 
(usually) less than a tree, and the 
lK‘auiy of their flowers and foliage 
comes in amazing ranges of color 
and form. 

It's 100 much, really. How is one 
to choose, rejecting this quince in 
favor of that riiododendron, opting 
for a novel viburnum instead of an 
appealing azalea? Especially when 
you want them all. 

Shrubbery comes in two basic 
forms, evergreen and deciduous, 
both of whidi affect choice and 
placement. 

You can deal with this diversity 
by keeping four things in mind: 

Give the plant room to grow. 
When you buy any shrub, find out 
its mature hciglit and width. Noth- 
ing causes more aggravation than 
having a once petite azalea rise 
above the window sills or a itolly 
—spruivl into die tlrivewayvOnce-you- 
know the mature size, give it the 
space it needs. If a plant is driving 
you crazy because it rwiuires annu- 
al pruning to keep it in bounds, 
move it or pitch it. ’nieii get stime- 
thing the riglit .size. 


Don't pick one of everything. 
Don't pick just one thing. Becau.se 
so many kinds of simibs do so well 
in this area, it’s tempting to choose 
one of each. Thu result could be a 
horticultural zoo, more jarring 
- than hamiuniuus. Wlien you shop, 
try to select at least three or sLx of 
a kind. 

But neither is a garden served by 
being fumislied with plants of just 
one kind, such as all evergreuas or 
all azaleas or all conifers. OverxiII 
lieauty comes fnim variety of such 
things as leaf texture, plant form 
and (lower color. 

Consider tlic four seasons. Car- 




deners and gardens liuvc improved 
greatly on this score in recent 
years as garden centers diversify 
their offerings beyond spring 
stock. Still, while planning and, 
buying slirubs, the gardener should * 
unsure that all seasons arc cov- 
ered. This does not mean just by 
(’lowers, although the winter 
daphne, winter honeysuckle and 
winter jasmine do brighten the 
winter land-scapc with their flow- 
ers. I'nll foliage color and briglit 
berries as well as shrubs that 


bloom in summer, such as vitex, 
will keep the landscape from turn- 
ing deep green after spring's riot of 
color. 

Know the environment the plant 
needs' to 'pnispcr. lliis is essential 
information about a plant’s need 
for sliade, part-sliade or sun. its iva- 
ler and soil retpurements tiiat must 
bo there if the plant Is to grow to 
jyaccful maturity. Most slirubs sold 
in garden centers bear ii lag with 
this information, as well as tlic ma- 
ture size.

• Potbound roots are in danger 
of girdling - encircling the inside 
of the pot. lliis happen-s when the 
tree outgrows the container. Gir- 
dled root.s strangle the tree and do 
not provide an adequate' support 
system when the tree is planted. 
(Sec box.) 

• Avoid trees that have large 
roots coming out of the drainage 
liolc-s or with roots circling on the 
surface of the soil.

Why pay more? Make your round 
tablecloth for fraction of the usual cost 


: I recently received a letter from 
a reader inquiring how to make a 
round tablecloth. I am happy to 
sliare these directions. Hopefully, 
more readers will want to try their 
hands at this money-saving sewing 
idea. 

First you must determine the 
cutting dimensions. To do this for 
the cutting length and the cutting 
width, measure the drop plus the 
diameter of the tabletop. Add the 
drop plus one incii for hem 
allowances. It is a good idea to use 
sheets for this because they tend 
to be cheaper chan fabric. 
However, some linen manufactur- 
ers have joined forces with fabric 
houses to offer the same pattern in 
sheets and by-thc-yard decorative 
fabric.

After you’ve digested the basics, 
just remember two simple nile.s.

Keep those hits of advice in 
mind and yoo can’t go wrong. 


Q. I'd like to build a brick w-.dk- 
way litis spring and wonder if I c.in 
do it myself. Can I lay the .bricks 
dry or do I need lo put mortar 
IxMween them? 

A. Brick paths, ])atios and other 
surfaces are often built on a sand 
and gravel base, without any mor- 
tar. A rigid border or edging, 
which can he made of various 
materials including planks of pres- 
sure-treated wood or more bricks 
placed on end in the ground, iiold 
the bricks in position. 

Either regular paving bricks or 
interlocking concrete pavers can 
be installed using this method. 
Concrete pavers are specially 
shaped bricks that interlock with 
eacli other lo make a stable sur- 
face. 

Here's a digest of the procedure 
for making a path: Loose-lay some 
bricks to get the exact width of 
path you want. Excavate a ireiicli 
for the bricks as wide as the path 
plus the width of the edging. 'Ilie 
excavation should he deej> enmigli 
to iiold four inches of gravel, an 
inch of sand, and the hrick-s. Install 
the edging first, ilieii tiie gravel, 
sand and bricks in that order. Tiie 
gravel, or suhbase, should he com- 
pacted wiiii a special vibrating uhiI 
available from some tool-rental 
agencies. Tiie sand should be 
smcHitiied w'ilh a screed or Ixiard so 
that it has a s.lighi crii'wn in tiie 
center, whicii will cause ivater lo 
, drain to the sides of the palii. Lay 
the bricks on top of tlie sand and 
compact ciiem with the vibrating 
tool, i-'inally, sweep siind into the 
small cracks lieiween bricks. 

Q. (Jiir fireplace chimney has 
cracks and needs fixing. A compa- 
ny hits proposed putting in a long 
niblK-r ttil>c, then pumping a mix 
annmd it to line and seal iiLside the 
chimney. The tube is then 
removed. Is this a goo<l idea? 

A. Tliis system, which is some- 
times called the casi-in-pIace or 
“English" method, is one of several 
legitimate ways to reline a leaking 
chimney. Cast-in-place liners, if 
properly installed, .can last 5(1 
years or more. 

Anotiier often-used method is to 
insert a stainless steel liner into 
the chimney iind pour a cement 
mix around it,Jeaving the steel in 
place-

Installing a register directly in a 
square or rectangular basement 
ihici is an easy project. If only one 
register will be installed, try to 
locale it in a central ixisiiion where 
the beat will be distributed 
iliroiighwuuc the basement. Buy 
the register at a iiome center or 
beating-supply outlet, and be sure 
and get the type ciiat can be 
opened and closed. Turn off the 
furnace so you don’t gel a blast of 
heat and dust in the face while 
working. 

Measure tlie .siz.e of the opening 
neetied in the duct, and cut the 
opening with tin snips. Insert the 
register and hold it in place with 
sheet-metal screws. 

Q. I've seen advertisements for a 
plug-in electric device Hint is siip- 
jMsed to rid a home of all types of 
pesl.s. Do these things really work? 

A. There is a great deal of con- 
troversy about these ultrasonic 
devices, which emit a higii-frc- 
quency sound that is supposed to 
he inaudible to hiim.'ins but is said 
to be anathema to pests such as 
mice, roaches, ticks, fleas and .spi- 
ders, One advertisement for an 
ultrasonic device, which costs 
about 525, says tiie sound will 
“harass" pests and "make them 
leave." 

Tests of several ultrasonic 
devices conducted some ye.ars ago 
by the Environmental Protection 


Agency and U.S. Dept, of 
Agriculture found the devices gen- 
erally ineffective. 

However, 1 have a strong user 
endorsement in my files. An 
Indiana couple wrote that an ultra- 
sonic device cleared their dogs of 
fleas and their hou.se of spiders. 

Several years ago, 1 also, inter- 
viewed a researcher at Bowling 
Green State University in Ohio, 
who said the devices appeared to 
irritate rodents enough to cause 
them to leave the immediate area 
of the sound. 

I'd like to iiear from more read- 
ers wiio have had experience with 
ultrasonic pest controllers.

liiglii to 10 kilowtitt (KW) emergency stand- 
by generators are an tidetiuate size for most 
homes. These prttvide enmiglt electricity so thiit 
there is minimal disruptittn to your everydtiy 
activities at home during it power outage. 

The generator unit is located outside your 
house and looks like an outdoor central air con- 
ditioner unit. Systems its large as 20 KW are 
available. 

The most convenient emergency genenitors 
include an automatic transfer switch (ATS) 
located indoors netir your e.\isting circuit break- 
er panel. Electronic circuitry sen.ses when the 
utility’s power goes off or the voltage is too low. 

Should a power outage or brown out occur, 
the ATS automatically starts the generator 
engine and switches your house power from tlie 
titility lilies to your own generator. Within .sec- 
onds. you have electricity again. 

The controls also start, (e.xercise) the genera- 
tor for a .short period each week to make sure it 
is operating properly. Manual transfer switches, 
which require you to throw the s'witch during a 
power outage, are also available. 



A wholO'housQ gonorator starts automatically 
whon tho power goes out. 

Most whole-house 8 to 10 KW systems use 
small air or water-cooled engines. The.se are 
similar to motorcycle engines. They are 
designed to operate on natural gas, propane, 
diesel or gasoline. 

Home-sized emergency generators are effi- 
cient. When powered on natural gas, the fuel 
cost is equivalent to ahout 12 cents per kilo- 
watt-hour of electricity produced. The only 
additional operating cost is generally changing 
the engine oil once a year. 


The smaU'gas and propane-pow- 
ered engines are practically -mainte- 
nance-free and quiet. They operate 
very cleanly. Tor e.xtra reliability, the 
engines are protected by automatic 
low oil pressure and hi^i tempera- 
ture monitors. 

In order to determine the siziy of 
the emergency generator that you 
need, add up the watts used by the 
appliances and lights you want to 
keep ninning during a power outage. 
Wattages are usually listed some- 
where on the produces’ nameplates.

JEROME - One of the last bill.i to pass 
in the Legisliiliire this year may bring 
some financial relief for Idaho cmimies, 
hut taxpayers may not see any ciiis in 
taxes, commissioners say. 

Under the iimhrella of welfare l efoi in, 
the medical indigency hill makes per- 
sons who a|)]ily to coimiies for financial 
assistance for medical bills more 
accountable to repay the cmihiy. and it 
tuves counties more authority in deter- 
mining who should qualify for Iielp. 

Before passage, cminiies were 
rc<]uired to pay the medical exirenses for 
nearly anyone who could jirove their 
expenses - personal. lnisines.s and med- 
ical - e.vcecded their income. 

Jerome County Commissioner Roy 
Pre.scoit. and Twin Falls County 
Commissioner Marvin Ilempleman, 
urged the state Senate's Heatiii and 
Welfare Committee to reform the pro- 
gram. 

As examples of tiie dilemma many 
counties face, Prescott cited a self-* 
employed Jerome businessman wlio 
gn>s.scd 531,000 last year and an individ- 
ual witli an income of 5-12,000 who Ixnh 
qualified for indigent medicaras.sistance. 

Neither was required to sell any of 
their atcseis or set up a rc-paymcni plan. 
Nor was the county' allowed to apply a 
Ik-n to any of their as.sets. 

“Tlierv's no doubt there is a need in 
Jerome County for the indigent fund, 
hut the system that was in place allowed 
many to abase it," Pre.scott .stiid. '‘'niis is 
a giant step forward in putting the 
responsibility hack with the counties, 
whicii can in turn, pm tlie responsibility 
on theapplicimt.” 

Committee Cliairman Sen. Grant 
Ipsen, R-Boi.se, .said the Ihll gained wide- 
spread sup|)ort, will) little opposition. 

"I don’t know of any county that 
wasn’t in favor pf tliis hill." he said. 

State Rep. Mioline Bell, R-Jerome, and 
her hrnitier, Jerome County 
Conutiissiotier John TcMilson, S}H;iirliuad; 
cd the effort to pass the indigency 
refonn. 

“I think (llie Legislature is) very 
awiire of tiie counties' desire to balance 
their budgets." Bell said. “It’s a grave 
concern, lliey have been stuck with this; 
it should help them become fi.sciilly

SPOKANE, Wash. (AP) — An 
Internal Revenue Service tax 
audit two decades ago may have 
sparked LcRoy Schweitzer’s jour- 
ney to the radical fringes of the 
anti-government movement. The 
Spokesman-Review reported 
' Tuesday in a copyright story. 

Schweitzer, 57, and Daniel E. 
Peterson, S3, were arrested 
Monday near the small cast-cen- 
tral Montana town of Jordan. 
They and 10 others were charged 
in a federal indictment in schemes 
“■involving' fraudulent checks'and 
money orders. 

Schweitzer, a pilot who owned a 
crop-du5ting company in Colfax, 
Wash., balked at paying a S700 tax 
bill in 1977. When the IRS froze 
S6.000 in his business account, a 
partner paid the delinquent taxes. 

“He couldn’t believe his bank 
would let anybody touch his 
money,” said a friend who still 
lives in Colfax and asked not to be 
identified. “I can remember 
LeRoy saying, The IRS con steal 
my money, but nobody else can.’ 
That’s where his trust in banks 
-went down the drain and his 
.hatred of the government began.” 

Schweitzer was audited again in 
197S and eventually quit paying 
federal income taxes, becoming a 
“full-blown tax protester," the 
friend told the newspaper. 

In the early 1980s, Schweitzer 
was an associate of a Whitman 
County rancher who lost his land 
, for failing to pay nearly SI million 
* in delinquent loans. 


The two attended meetings of 
the anti-government Po.sse 
Comitatus in Wliitman County. 

Members of a neo-Nazi group, 
The Order, practiced firing auto- 
matic weapons on the ranch near 
LaCrossc in the early 1980s, 
authorities said. A ranch employ- 
ee, Eldon “Bud" Cutler, was .secu- 
rity chief for the Aryan Nations 
white supremacy group near 
Hayden Lake, Idaho. Ho was con- 
victed in a murdcr-for-hire plot 
tied to The Order in 1986. 

• Schweitzer “ moved “from 
Montana to Eastern Washington 
in the late 1960s, working as a' 
pilot for Fountain Flying, in 
Mbscow, Idaho, before starting his 
own business, Farm-Air in Colfax. 

A friend, who is also a pilot, 
described Schweitzer us o “very 
self-sufficient, loner type-" 

He once flew an experimental 
plane with an oversized engine 
across California’s Sierra Nevada 
mountains to Reno, Ncv. 

Oil from the engine coated the 
plane’s windshield, so Schweitzer 
poked his head out the window to 
land. 

Wlicn fire broke out in a wheat 
field, Schweitzer loaded his plane 
with water and doused the flumes 
without being asked. 

Zn 1983, Schweitzer volunteered 
his plane to spray the pesticide 
malachion to rid the Whitman 
County Fairgrounds of flics. 

Some people on the ground 
were dou.scd by the chemical, tmd 
complained. 


At Ica.st one law.suit was filed 
and Schweitzer was. sued by his 
own insurance company before 
the dispute was settled. 

“The whole dcal at the fair- 
grounds just made LeRoy even 
more bitter,” the pilot friend said. 

Schweitzer’s anger toward the 
government was always simmer- 
ing just below the surface, friends 
said. 

When a state safety inspector 
showed up nc his hangar for a sur- 
prise inspection, Schweitzer was 
cited for failing to have an electri- 
cal ground on a grinding machine. 
The inspector explained the regu- 
lations were intended to'protect . 
employees. 

Schweitzer fired his only 
employee un the spot, the friend 
said, 

“Now, there arc no employees 
who work here, so sec how your 
regulations protected the man,” 
Schweitzer reportedly told the 
inspector. 

Schweitzer sold the businc.ss in 
the mid-1980s and later moved ' 
with his wife, Carol, to Bozeman, 
Mont., where he and his brothers 
went iilto the fireworks busincs.s.

Fed decided to hold 
firm in interest rates

WASHINGTON — Given the econo- 
my's apiKirent relxnuul from a weak 
January performance, the Federal 
Reserve Board’s Open Market 
Commiliee decided Tuesday not to 
fine-tune monetary policy. 

At two previous meetings, the com- 
mittee trimmed interest rates by par- 
ing its target for the federal funds 
rate to 5.5 percent in December from 
5.75 percent and to 5.25 percent in 
January. The rate, which banks 
charge each other for overnight loans, 
influences interest levels generally. 
Tile Fed affects the rate through its 
influence over the level and cost of 
bank resen es. 

The committee announced no new 
steps Tuesday on monetary policy 
and the state of the economy, in line 


with economist's e.>:pectations, 

Shortly after the meeting, Federal 
Reserve Board Chairman Alun^ 
Greenspan — who called the earlier 
economic data ‘‘dismal’' — presented 
the Senate Banking Committee with a 
much more uplieat view. “The econo- 
my seems at this particular stage ...' to 
l>e miming at a reasonably good clip,” 
he told the Senate committee;-iulding 
that it had bniught unemployment 
down. But Greenspan also stressed 
the Fed's continuing intention to 
work for price stability as "an essen- 
tial element’' in reaching life econo- 
my's full potential. 

The Open Market Committee's 
decision to forego action now means 
any subsequent changes in mtmetary 
(X)lic>‘ will iiavv little or no impact on 
the ecomimy prior to the November 
presidential elections.

The National Foundation for Women 
Business Oixmers said Tuesday there now 
are 7.95 million companies owned by 
women, up from 4.48 million in 1987. The 
78 percent growth dwarfs the 47 percent 
rate of increase for all U.S. firms. 

Idaho saw womcn-uwned businesses 
e.^pand faster than all but four other states 
imd faster than all the iMirdering states but 
Nevada, which led the nation wiili-an 
increase «if 130 percent. 

As a result, sales luive jumped 236 per- 
cent, t«> S2.28 trillion from $681 billion in 
1987. Employment sliot up to 18.5 million 
workers from nearly 6.6 millitin nine years 
ago. “Sales and employment geneniied by 
women-owned businesses have skynK'kel- 
ed over the past nine years,” said Susan 
Peterson, the foundation chainvomaii and 
owner of a Washington pnidticiion firm.

After South's redouble forecast 
. possible trouble for'E'ast-U'est. 
West was correct to introduce his 
heart suit. With his poor holding, 
he couldn't afford to pass anti risk 
a possible rescue in spades. 

East took ids heart ace. cashed 
the spade king to proniise the ace 
and then switched back to the 
heart deuce. Tiiis ended all 
chances for the defense. South 
spread his hand, claiming five 
clubs, four diamonds and two 
hearts — good for two overtricks. 

South's aggressive bidding 
(and the lead) should have led 
East to the winning defense. With 
South promising at least opening- 
bid values. East should not have 
bet all on beating South in the 
heart suit. It should have been ob- 
vious that South was prepared for 
an attack in hearts. 

A better chance for East lay 
with finding U’o.st with the spade 
queen. To .succeed, East must 
lead his low spade at trick two. Af- 
ter-West wins his spade queen, he 
returns the suit and the defenders 
take five quick winners for onc^ 
do'wTi.
